On March 20 at 8 p.m. in the Douglass Burns Clarke Theatre, also 
in the Hall Building, there will be an evening of music and literature, 
& with readings of winning works in poetry and prose, and performances 


by the Concordia Jazz Ensemble. 
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An exhibition of winning and jury-selected works in visual 
arts and photography will take place from March 20 to April 3 in the 
lobby of the new Visual Arts Building, 1395 Dorchester Blvd. W., 
between Bishop and Crescent. Entries to the poster competition will 


also be displayed. 


Several new categories have been added to the fifth annual 
festival. Graduate entries in literature have been accepted for the 
first time, and the award in choreography reflects Concordia's 
expanded dance program. Also added this year is the award for 


a poster design for the following year's festival. 


More than 370 entrées were received for the 1980 festival. 
They have been judged by juries in each category who are experts in 


their fields.
